1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species I referred to as the "First Embodiment" and described in figure 1 and paragraphs 
0095-0137 of the disclosure (US PGPub 2005/0213120) wherein a particular order of the method 
is described (spatial filter, then a resolution increase). In this particular embodiment the spatial 
filtering is performed prior to the resolution increase, and since this process is not linear the 
order affects the product (image). 

Species II referred to as the "Second Embodiment" and described in figures 8-12 and 
paragraphs 0137-0159 distinctly describes a method with a particular order of operations 
(resolution increase, then a spatial filter) in the opposite order of species I thus producing a 
different effect on the image. 

Species III referred to as the "Fourth Embodiment" as described in figures 23A-C, 29-30, 
and paragraphs 0185-0200 of the disclosure distinctly describes further tonal processing and 
adjustment of the dynamic range not included in the other embodiments. 

2. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 

Species I: Claims 34-40, 47-53, 60-67 
Species II: Claims 41-46, 54-59, 68-74 
Species III: Claims 75-82 

The following claim(s) are generic: None. 
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3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The different species do not overlap in scope, they 
are mutually exclusive, and have materially different designs and modes of operation..
